In the meantime, members of the 
old Dowia faith are praying over Mrs. 
Sparks and her children and declare 
that they will cure them in time, while 
the father almost unable to bwuIIow has 
given up in dispare his efforts to induce 
his wife to try and save the children 
and herself by the use of anti-toxin and 
finally instructed the doctor to let him 
go, saying "If they won't let you take 
care of George he'll have to go to and 
then he'll be with Russell. 

The case is one of the worst of its 
kind that has developed in the city in 
a long time. Thursday' afternoon of 
laBt week Dr. John Turner of Wauke- 
gan was called by the father who said 
that he feared the children were suf- 
fering from diphtheria. Dr. Turner at 
once found that the cases were most 
severe and advised the use of anti-toxin 
to which the father readily consented. 
The mother however objected strong- 
ly to the use of the drug. The medicine 
was however administered but accord- 
ing to the physician too late and little 
•Russell died at midnight The next day 
when Dr. Turner retunned he found the 
child dead and took steps to notify the 
coroner, but found that health officer 
Speicher of Zion had issued a certificate 
and the boy web already buried, and as 
Dr. Speicher is a licensed physician 
nothing could be done. The doctor 
again prepared to administer the rem- 
edy but again the mother strongly 
objected and the father at last ordered 
that her wishes be respected. However 
he explained triat he was not a mem- 
ber of the sect and allowed the medicine 
to be administered to himself.

Not content \vith. punching transfers 
and tickets and clanging the bell on a 
street car, M. E.-Bently regular day 
conductor on the west end line of the 
Chicago & Milwaukee electric line at 
Waukegan longs tb soar above the 
clouds in an aeroplane. 

His first fall from grace as a street 
car ;conductor was about a year ago 
when to the astonishment and envy' of 
his fellow trainmen he ordered an auto- 
mobile. 

But now to add to their astonishment 
it has been learned that he with three 
of his friends are working on one of the 
future juggernauts of the air. 

Few details of the structure plane 
can be learned at present as the young 
man is just now in the hospital. .. 

As near as can be learned the young 
men are planning to build an aeroplane 
which will be a new departure in the 
field of air flight. The machine is to 
cost $2,400 each of the young men plac- 
ing $600 on the venture. . 

The operations have so far been kept 
secret as the young men wish to try 
out their invention before it is made 
public/ The machine is beidg built 
along the lines of the Wright brothers' 
biplane with many objectional features 
of their invention eliminated. 



Residents of Fox as well as Chicago 
property owners and owners of property 
In McHenry County, just over the Lake 
County line are now considering an im- 
provement which will bring Lake and 
McHenry County closer together than 
they now are in the Fox Lake region. 

The project being planned is to erect 
a monster concrete bridge across the 
north end of Pistakee lake, just south 
of the St Paul bridge, to be used for 
teams and pedestrians in crossing over 
from the territory which is how separ- 
ated by water. As it is now, people 
wishing to go to McHenry county line 
or vice versa, have to go clear to John- 
sb'urg or to McHenry to the south and 
then drive way out around, the trip thus 
being many miles. 

If the bridge were across Pistakee 
many miles travel would be saved and 
that is what the promoters are now con- 
sidering, and, from what has been heard 
it appears as if the plans will go through 
It is stated that the proposed bridge 
would cost about $60,000 and would be 
from 300 to 400 feet long. The bridge 
would either be built high enough to 
permit boats passing in under it or 
there would be a turn table in the cen- 
ter, such as the St Paul now has in its 
bridge. 

The improvements would enhance the 
value of property greatly in that seetion 
arid would bring the people of the lo- 
cality into closer communication, thus 
working to the advantage of all, par- 
ticularly Fox Lake village. 
. It is also being proposed that a bridge 
be build at the east end of Pistakee lake 
from Fox Lake island, to both the north 
and south with two short bridges, much 
smaller than the big bridge mentioned. 
The fact is, Fox Lake has a boom on 
and people are much interested and en- 
thused over developing that section. 
One thing now being done which inter- 
ests motor people is that gangs of men 
and teams have been at work cutting 
down over six feet of the terriffic grade 
leading to the Mineola hotel, also to the 
west of there, making the highway very 
much more easy to travel than it has 
been, for the hill has been almost im- 
passable and hard for teams to make. 



C. M. Manley Expires After an Illness of 
Only a Few Days. 

Last Saturday morning the many 
friends of C. M. Manly were shocked 
to learn of his sudden death which oc- 
curred at an early hour that morning. 
His death was of a most sudden and un- 
expected nature he having been ill but 
a short time. Although he had not 
been feeling well for about a . week he 
was confined to the house only a cou- 
ple of days. Friday afternoon he took 
to his bed but Blept naturally all night 
and was far from being considered ser- 
iou8. A little after six he spoke to his 
wife who hastened to his side to find him 
in a dying condition. Two physicians 
Were summoned ljut Mr. Manly lived 
only a short time passing away at about 
Beven o'clock. 

Charles Milford Manley was born on 
a farm in West Jersey township, Stark 
Co., 111., May 8, 1859, and died Oct., 29, 
1910. He was the third and youngest 
son of Oliver B. and Elizabeth A. Man- 
ley. With his parents he moved to 
Galva, 111., in* the year of 1868. where 
he went to school until able to teach.' 
He began teaching public school when 
near the age of 18 years, having taught 
in Knox, Peoria, Henry, Stark and 
Lake connties, his last terms of school 
being in Antioch in the years of 1902 
and 1903, he haying taught school con- 
tinuously for 29 years. In the year of 
1903 he began working for the Barker 
Lumber Co., at Antioch in whose em- 
ploy he remained until the company 
changed hands and became known as 
the Goodrich Lumber company with 
whom he remained until the time of 
his death. He was converted and unit- 
ed with the Methodist Episcopal church 
at Galva, 111., in the year of 1878. 
He was granted a license as an exorter 
to preach.in the year of 1880. He join- 
ed Lotus Camp, M. W. A. in the year 
of 1904 and was also a member of Irwin 
Dist, Court of Honor as well as of 
Sequoit lodge A. "F. and A. M. Asa 
Christian his life needs no comment 
here; as a teacher he had few if any 
equals, as a citizen and business man he 
had the confidence and respect of all. 

He was united in marriage to Miss 
Florence Olmstead, on the.sixteenth of 
Nov. 1886, and to^ them five children 
were born, one of whom died in infancy. 
At the time of his death the departed 
was 51 years, 5 month* and 21 .days of 
age. Besides his widow, three sons 
and one daughter he is survived by one 
brother H. W. Manley of La Fayette, 
111., and three sisters, Mrs. Velona Cro- 
nin of West Jersvy, 111., Mrs. Laura 
Morris, and Mrs. Emma Jones of La 
Fayette, 111., 

The funeral services were held at the 
M. E. church Monday afternoon at two 
o'clock, the Woodmen having charge.

Because he preferred death to work- 
ing, Edward Jahnke, 26 ysars old, of 
105 Lowe avenue, Waukegan, eldest son 
of Contractor and Mrs. August Jahnke, 
Tuesday morning sought to commit sui- 
cide by inhaling gas. His father de- 
tected the odor and Becured a crow-bar 
broke down the door of his son's room 
and rescued him just in the nick of time. 
Attending phylleians declare he could 
have lived but a short time longer had 
he not been rescued when he was. 

According to friends, Jahnke had 
been out all night and returning home 
in the morning about 9 o'clock found all 
his folks away. It is believed he went 
to his room almost immediately and 
turned on the gas and laid down on the 
bed. 

Contractor Janhke declared to friends 
that his son never would work. Time 
after time his parents had besought him 
to secure some kind of work but after 
working a short time he would quit and 
return home to stay with his parents. 
His father stated that not only has he 
been obliged to keep his son in spend- 
ing money but has been obliged to pur- 
chase his clothes also. He Bays he 
called the turn a week ago when he told 
his son that he must either go to work 
or leave home and strike out for himself. 
ThiB is believed to have been the motive 
that impelled him to commit suiside. 

Just how long he had laid in the gas- 
tiled room is not known but when the 
father returned home shortly after 10 
o'clock the odor of gas was noticeable 
in the lower part of the house. With- 
out suspecting the cause he made his 
way to the upper part of the house and 
traced the odor to the door of his son's 
room. He pounded on the door and de- 
manded admittance and when he re- 
ceived no answer sought to break it in 
but it defied his efforts. Then he se- 
cured the crow-bar and broke it from 
the hinges. 

The moment he opened the door the 
overwhelming odor of gas caused him 
to stagger back for a moment. Then 
he went in. The first thing that caught 
his gaze was the prostrated form of his 
son on the bed. Quicker than it takes 
to tell it he had the young man in his 
arms and was staggering out of the 
room and down the stairs. 

He dragged the gas victim into the 
open air and laid him on the grass. Re- 
turning to the house he secured some 
bed clothing and laid this under aim. 
He then summoned physicians who upon 
their arrival found that the victim had 
inhaled just enough gas to anaesthetas- 
ize him. They say it would have taken 
little more to make his condition crit- 
ical. As it was he recovered conscious- 
ness after a time and at the request of 
his father he was removed to the county 
jail so that when he fully recovered his 
sensed he might not seek to take his life 
in some other manner.

It he 
had been able to Boar juBt 287 feet 
higher ho would have :won an addi- 
tional- prlzo of $5,000 offered on the 
condition that tho. altitude record be 
over 10,000 feet Ho was prevented 
from reaching this height because his 
machine would not climb and more 
on account of lack of fuel. Tho previ- 
ous record was 9,186 feot 

It took Johnstone nbout ono hour 
nnd twenty-six minutes to reach his 
highest point In the sky. For an hour 
ho was utterly beyond tho Bight of 
tho naked eye. He made his deBcont 
from the perilous height of almost 
two miles In the air in less than six 
minutes. 

A great air race from Belmont Park 
around the Staluo of Liberty In New 
York bay and return for a bet of 
$10,000 a side probably will result 
from a challenge Issued by Claude 
Grahame-Whlto to John B. Molssant 
Tho challenge is the result of Sun- 
day's race over tho same course In 
which Molssant defeated the English- 
man by forty-three seconds. 

Grahame-Whlto Issued the formal 
challenge and tho Chicago aviator 
said he would accept It. 

Molssant, flying the Blerlot In which 
he captured the Statue of Liberty 
prize, won the Aero Cluh of America's 
distance prize of $2,000.

Molssant made a sensational land- 
ing in front of the grand stand, smash- 
ing his propeller and breaking ono 
wheel of hlo monoplane.

Just as Molssant came down Gra- 
hame-White ascended In his Farmnn 
biplane in an exhibition flight 

Grahume-Whlte, who was flying In 
the speed race against McCurdy, over- 
turned In front of the grand stand 
and was burled under tho mnchlno. 
Helpers lifted the machine off him 
nnd he wnlked out limping slightly, 
waving his hand to the crowd to let 
them know he was not seriously in- 
jured.

ODA.Y,lho Bongbirda of the Unltod 
States have thrown about them tho 
strong : arm^ of protection. For a 
qunrter of a century there "tyas 
hard and systematic work to save 
creatures who were' helpless .to 
save themselves nnd against -whom, 
as Bomeone has put It, the hand of man and the 
head of woman constantly were raised. It. per- 
haps 1b hardly necessriry to say that tho allusion 
to the head of woman had to do with the fashion 
of wearing the plumago of native wild birds for 
decorations for hats and bonnets. » 

It was. a hard fight to; get the, masses of tho 
people interested in tho bird protection move- 
ment. Today very little Is known In a general 
way of the manner in which success was -wrought 
out It is not nt all uncommon oven now to 
hear tho bird protectors spoken of as mere sen- 
timentalists, and there are men who have had a 
part in the fight to save tho wild life :who have 
been sneered at as effemiunto. The truth Is that 
most of tho men who engaged In the work of pre- 
serving the feathered species were' hard-headed 
and could provo on occasion that they were hard 
fisted. 

It takes only a casual glance at a woman's hat 
today to show that tho fashion of wearing feath- 
ers lo still if not supreme, at least a ruler to a 
considerable degree. It should bo known, how- 
over, that not once in a hundred times do you see 
on a woman's head today the plumago of a native 
American bird. The trnfllc in the feathers of 
bluebirds, robins, catbirds and ■ other dooryard 
pets has been almost entirely stopped. Even 
those who wish that tho plumage-wearing habit 
should cease altogether are powerless to prevent 
tho sale of tho feathers of certain species of. for- 
eign birds. The aigrotto .of which woman Is so 
fond Is a pnrt of tho plumage of tho snowy heron, 
a bird which lives not only in tho United States 
but in certain foreign countries. If a bird is to 
bo found in America and also abroad the sale of 
its plumage is generally forbidden in tho United 
States, but there is, and always has been, some, 
difficulty In proving from whence came tho sup- 
ply. Law, generally speaking, has its technicality 
loopholes and tho bird protectivo law is not 
exempt. ' 

Out of the bird protective movement grew 
tho biological Burvey of tho department of ngrl- 
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Mutual -Expectations. 
A notoriously, close-fluted man was 
taking his golfing holiday in Scotland? 
where he hoped to improve his game,, 
and, by driving a hard bargain, had 
managed to secure the exclusive serv- 
ices of a first-class caddie, who was 
known to be a very good player. 
"Mind, now," said the ambitious 
southerner, "I expect to receive somo 
really good tips from you during my 
stay here, you understand?" "Aye," 
replied the Scotsman, hitching up the' 
heavy bag, "an* Ah'm expectln' the 
like frao ye, ye ken."— Golf Illustrated.

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culture of- the United States government. Tho 
biological survey has been of great service to 
tho farmers of tho United States and to all 
men engaged . either direotly or Indirectly in 
any form of agricultural pursuits. When the 
survey was threatened with extinction a fow 
years ago by the apparent intention of con- 
gress to refuse It nn appropriation, the farm- 
ers of the United States with the bird pro- 
tectors and the: real sportsmen, rose In Its de- 
fense and- saved It- Tho Burvey probably -will 
. be spared to continue 'Its useful -work as long 
as tho agricultural department has existence. 

The history of bird protection in the Unltod 
States naturally and of right, is' connected with 
the history of two* organizations, tho various 
state Audubon societies for , the protection of 
wild birds, and the American Ornithologists' 
union. Recently William Dutcher of Now 
York, who is the president of the National 'As- 
sociation of Audubon societies and a fellow of 
the American Ornithologists', union, told tho 
^ornithologists of tho world assembled in con-, 
ventlon in a European\ city tho story of the 
bird protection movement in North America- 
Mr. Dutcher and all the other ofllcors of tb,e 
National Association of Audubon BoclotleB are. 
men who. have devoted their lives to the study 
of birds and to their protection. 

A colobrated French, scientist said not long 
ago that if the bird life were to be swept out 
of existence man .could , survive . only. a. .few 
months^ Becauao of tho ravages of the Insects 
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now held in check by tho birds, the vegetation 
creatures would bo destroyed by the insect 
enemies. 80 'it would seem that If this French 
scientist Is right, that in making their fight 
for the birds tho defenders have been making 
their fight for man, a fact which Is not ap- 
preciated by Borne of , those who would, suffer 
were it not for tho constant saving efforts of 
men whom on occasion they have seen fit to 
call cranks. 

• To lead up to tho establishment of the Au- 
dubon societies, of which nearly every stater 
in tho Union has one, it might bo said that It 
was not until the year 1883 that the public in 
tho United States awakened to the fact that 
too many wild birds were being"' slaughtered, 
largely for millinery ornaments and other dec-, 
oratlve purposes. In addition, thousands of 
song and Insectivorous birds were killed annu- 
ally, for food. 'In his story of tho movement 
for bird protection President Dutcher told of 
tho beginnings of the crusade to save the 
lives of tho songsters "which year by year were 
coming back to the farm and tho garden In 
greatly decreased numbers. Mr. Dutcher said, 
speaking of tho condition in 1883: 

'Tho newspapers published Items almost 
dally on the subject, and many strong edito- 
rials were written. A quotation from ono of 
these entitled 'The Sacrifices of Song Birds' 
will show the earnestness of tho press In re- 
spect to tho situation:- 'The destruction of 
American wild birds for millinery purposes 
has asBumod stupendous "proportions. The un- 
holy work givoB employment to a vast army 
of men and womon and this army wages its 
campaign of destruction with a diabolical per- 
fection of system.' 

"Tho editorial In question further refers 
to details of the work published In other col- 
umns of tho paper, which furnishes evidence 
of tho ghastly character of the business. / Tho 
logical result of . this .newspaper agitation was 
that the American Ornithologists' union at its 
annual meeting held in New York city Sep- 
tember 30, 1884, appointed a commlttco of its 
members to investigate tho extent of tho al- 
leged wild bird destruction and to devise 
mesas to stop tho slaughter by legal or any 
other legitimate method. 

"This committee found that the claims of 
the press and of individuals wero not In the 
least exaggerated, but on the other h'and did 
not fully represent the terrible Inroads that 
were being made on the non-game birds. 



"The greatest suf- 
ferers wero the white 
p 1 u m ag e sea and 
swamp birds, such as 
terns, gulls and heron, 
but incredible num- 
bers of land birds also 
wero sacrificed, some 
CO or 70 species being 
included In the Hats, In 
ono millinery estab- 
ment alone 150 skins 
of the Baltlmoro ori- 
oles were found. 

"From the work 
started by this commit- 
tee In 1884 tho •, present 
well-organized and 
financially endowed cor- 
poration known as the 
National Association of Audubon Societies for 
the Protection of Wild Birds and Animals has 
resulted, although in tho interim there were 
many periods when tho outlook for bird, pro- 
tection In North America seemed doomed to 
failure." 

It was tho reBult of an appeal made to 
congress by the council of tho Ornithologists' 
union that led congress to vote an appropria- 
tion of $5,000, the money to bo administered 
under the direction of tho department of ag- 
riculture for tho purpose of taking means to 
save the lives of the native American birds 
Which were useful to man. 

As William Dutcher says further in his 
story of the protectivo movement: 

"In recognition of the action taken by the 
American Ornithologists' union In/securing the 
appropriation, tho secretary of agriculture in- 
vited the council of the union to Belect a su- 
perintendent to carry on the work and at a 
'subsequent meeting held in Washington, Dr. 
Clinton Hart Merriam was selected as the su- 
perintendent, and Dr. Albert K. Fisher as his 
assistant. Both of these noted ornithologists 
were among the founders of the American Or- 
nithologists' union." 

It was from tnls humble beginning that the 
present biological survey, a division of the 
United States department of agriculture, has 
grown. It is perfectly apparent from the let- 
tors which agriculturists send to Washington 
constantly that the work of the biological sur- 
vey haB itfl; value appreciated more and more 
every year. Tho survey has published a great 
mass of valuable statistics of the food habits 
of birds and their relation to agriculture and 
forestry. 

As has been said, there are Audubon soci- 
eties for bird protection in nearly every state 
in the Union. They are affiliated In ono great 
society called tho National Association of Au- 
dubon societies. Tho writor of thiB article 
from personal knowledgo can speak of the be- 
ginnings of ono of tho largest and most acr 
tlvo of the state organizations. 

Persons who wero known to be interested In 
birds were asked to meet to form a protectivo 
organization. A good many personB not par- 
ticularly interested In bird .protection also 
were Invited. Several women came to that 
firBt meeting, wearing the plumago of wild 
birds in their hats. At first the society in- 
tended to do, its work by persuasive mission- 
ary efforts, and along this line to a consider-/ 
able extent the endeavor has been ever since,

but It was. soon found that while some people 
wero willing to be. guided by pleas, of human- 
ity and by stories of the destruction of tho 
growing things because of tho rapid Increase 
in insect life, there were others who could not 
be reached by any except hard handed meth- 
ods. 

So It is that the bird . protectors not only 
have carried on a great -work in the education 
of children and in moral suasion among the 
elders, but they have taken cases into court 
and have prosecuted wilful and persistent vi- 
olators of the law, until today- tho bird protec- 
tive laws are as much feared as any other 
laws on the statute books. There always have 
been some laws against the wanton killing of 
useful birds, but until the men and women of 
the American Ornithologists' union and of tho 
Audubon society went earnestly at their laborB 
tho laws were laughed at and violated with Im- 
punity and almost • always with Immunity. 

Years ago untold thousands of useful na- 
tive birds wore trapped to bo sold as pets In 
cages. Tho, women of the south complained 
to tho women of tho north who were engaged 
In. bird protection work that their mocking 
birds nnd red birds (cardinals) were being 
trapped in multitudes because of the demand 
by tho trade in northern cities for caged 
songsters. The bird protectors of tho north 
took tho matter up and In nearly all places 
today it- Is Illegal to sell caged wild native 
American birds. 

About fifteen years ago there was a week 
of zero weather in some of the southern Btatos. 
The blue bird; which Is a northern favorite, 
does not go far enough Bouth in winter to 
escape all of the storms of the winter season. 
The unusual cold of that winter fifteen years 
ago almost annihilated the tribe of bluebirds. 
There were only a few left to come back to 
tho northern fields In the spring. Tho blue 
bird, however, was protected, and the effi- 
ciency of tho Audubon society's work was 
never moro cloarly shown than in this case. 
Tho blue - birds today have recruited their 
ranks under protection and are as numerous 
as over they were. 

For years tho bird protectionists went 
ahead with their work with the treasury at a 
low point. 

It always had been hoped that some kindly 
disposed person would reallzo the strength 
and beauty of bird protection work and would 
give of this substance to the cause. The man 
known as a scientist nor as a bird student 
One day, however, Albert Willcox saw a news- 
paper account of .some' of tho bird protection 
work done by tho national Association of Au- 
dubon societies and he wrote a letter asking 
for more details. Ho received the information 
. that he wanted and he wrote' to say that he 
was about to make a new will and felt bo 
much pleased with tho work of tho society 
that he would give it annually during his life- 
time a considerable sum of money to be used 
in carrying on the work of tho association, 
and that when he died he would give tho soci- 
ety a legacy of $100,000 In his will, and, he 
added, "I may not limit It to this amount'! 

Albert Willcox died four years ago. Ho loft 
$100,000 to the Audubon society as he had 
promised,' and in addition ho made the society 
his residuary legatee to the extent of one-half 
his ostato. Today the National Association of 
Audubon societies, through tho generosity of 
Mr. Willcox, 1b placed on a sure, and lasting 
foundation. The bird protective work has been 
going on for a quarter of a century. It had 
all, sorts of trials and tribulations, but today 
It soomB that tho friends of the ■ feathered 
kingdom JiaYO triumphed in their cause. The 
promise is that thero will bo no. cessation of 
the work which means so much to the bird 
and more to man. 1/

FORE COMMERCE COMMISSJON. 



LE BLANC AND BROOKINS FALL 



(Neither Aro 8erlousIy Hurt, but Their 
i Aeroplanes Are Smashed— Molsant 
Files a Spectacular Race Around 
Statue of Liberty. 

New York.— In the fastest tlmo ever 
recorded for the full distance of G2.14 
miles' around a flvo kilometer course, 
Claude Grahame-Whlto, flying for the 
Royal Aero club of the United King- 
dom, Saturday won the Gordon-Ben- 
nett International speed cup from his 
American and French competitors. 

His average speed was a fraction 

better than 61 miles an hour .and his 

fastest lap was 2:55:77, but Alfred Lo 

Blanc, in a similar machine, a 100 

horsepower Blerlot monoplane, was 

making each lap on an average of 20 

•Beconds faster than Grahanie-Whito 

'and would have won the cup if ho had 

jnot met with a disastrous accident in 

;hls last lap, when he had the race 

seemingly well in hand. 

Le Blanc was running with the wind 
under full power at an estimated 
speed of 80 miles an hour when the 
j feed pipe from his gasoline tank to 
his motor loosened under the inces- 
sant jarring of the engine and he sud- 
denly found himself with nothing but 
momentum to carry him. When a 
puIT of wind caught him he drifted 
sideways, still driving at tremendous 
speed, and crashed head foremost in- 
^o a telegraph pole. 
• The polo was 1-1 inches thick, but 
he broke it in three pieces as if it 
had been a toothpick. 

In addition to Le Blanc's accident, 
the program was marred by a serious 
mishap to Walter Brookins of the 
Wright team, who had taken up the 
new "baby" Wright racer for the first 
time. > 

Brookins was just coming around 
tho turn Into the homestretch for a 
trial circle preparatory to entering 
into the Gordon Bennett race when 
four of his eight cylinders ceased 
firing. 

Driven by tho wind and his engine, 
he came hurtling through the air at 
such tremendous speed that when he 
touched the cartli his front wheels 
and forward frame collapsed and he 
was "buried under Its debris. Neither 
of tte men were badly hurt. 

John B. Molsant, the American who 
flew from Paris to London, was the' 
victor in a most perilous and spec- 
tacular race. 

Dashing at more than a mile a min- 
ute speed from Belmont park to the 
Statue of Liberty In New York har- 
bor and back again to Belmont park, 
a distance of 33 miles as the crow 
flies, he won over Count do Lesseps, 
the French aviator, and Claude Gra- 
hame-White, the English champion, 
by a margin of 45 seconds.

News of the 
accident was received here Wednes- 
day. 

The Llberte sailed from this port 
last Monday, having on board 90 per- 
sons. Among the 70 who were lost 
wero ten Haitien generals.

RIOTS IN DRIVERS' STRIKE 

Walkout of Express Employes Spreads 
to New York City — Violence Fol- 
lows-— Buciness at Standstill. 

New York. — The striko of drivers 
and helpers employed by all tho lar- 
ger express companies that for sev- 
eral days has been in progress at tho 
railroad terminals on the Jersey City 
side of tho North river, spread to 
New York Friday, and as a result tho 
entire business of receipt and deliv- 
ery of all goods In transit was ma- 
'terially affected. 

TJio situation is in a veritable stato 
ot chaos with an outlook for even 
worse conditions unless the express 
matter piling up at tho railroad de- 
pots can be moved. The police seem 
powerless to render sufficient protec- 
tion and the men ready to hire out 
as strike-breakers are very diffident 
about applying for the positions. 
Scenes of violence were enacted all 
over the city, wagons being stoned 1 
and drivers beaten. 

In Jersey City and Hobokon, whero 
the large stables are located, tho striko 
has completely tied- up tho companies 
and perishable goods, as a conse- 
quence, are accumulating 'in huge 
plies. 

Tho express companies have mode 
tentative application to Governor Fort 
for the calling out of tho militia to 
guard their wagons and buildings, but 
the Jersey City police authorities aro 
confident that they can handle tho 
situation.

.Case Goes to La Salle. County Court 
to Be Heard on Merits— Action 
Based on Findings of Accountants 
That Reports Had Been Changed. 

Springfield, 111.— A decision of the 
supreme court of Illinois was handed 
down Friday in the tax case of the 
state against the Illinois Central Rail- 
road company. 

Tho state won every Important con- 
tention with the exception that the 
opinion holds the accounts prior to 
1905 have been accepted by the state 
and payment made thereon, and thati 
therefore they are not subject to fur- 
ther inquiry. 

But for tho future settlements and 
for the settlement of all accounts 
since Governor Deneen came Into. of- 
fice, the court lays down hard and 
fast rules for accounting by which 
tho state will reap a reward of $2,- 
000,000 a year more in taxes than it 
has been receiving from the Illinois 
Central Railroad company. 

When the Illinois Central tendered 
its first payment under Governor De- 
neon's administration ho accepted tho 
money with the understanding the ac- 
counting upon which tho money was 
tendered was subject to revision. This 
act on tho part of tho governor, the 
court holds, makes all transactions 
with the road during his administra- 
tion subject to further accounting. 

Tho court remands the case to the 
circuit court of La Salle county, with 
Instructions to proceed hi accordance 
with tho views in its opinion. Unless 
tho railroad accepts the court's de- 
cision as final, the circuit court of 
La Salle county will no doubt appoint 
a master to go Into all tho details of 
the accounting slnco 1905, and the 
'case may be prolonged indefinitely. 
At present the railroad is paying ap- 
proximately $1,000,000 to the state 
every year. 

Tho suit against the Illinois Central 
was filed early in December, 1907, by 
the attorney general, following a mes- 
sage from Governor Deneen to the 
legislator, declaring that the road 
had been so manipulating its accounts 
sb to credit millions of Us earnings 
to the non-charter lines, not subject 
to tho tax of 7 per cent. . Later ac- 
counting swelled the amount which 
Governor Deneen declared tho road 
owed to the 'state from $5,000,000 to 
$15,000,000. 



Burlington Vice-President and Coun- 
sel Qualify Statement With High- 
er Cost. Argument 

Chicago. — The hopo that a victory 
In their fight for increased freight 
rates will give them nu oppor- 
tunity to make still further advances 
Is the reason xglvon by tho western 
railroads for the tenacity displayed in 
the battle they aro waging before tho 
Interstate commerce commission. 

This was admitted by C. G. Burn- 
ham, vice-president of tho Burlington 
railroad, in charge of traffic, and by 
Attorney Dawes, counsel of tho road, 
at the hearing. 

The admission was qualified, how- 
ever, by statements that tho increase 
asked for In the present hearing 
would only offset reductions that had 
been made by tho commission in re-' 
cent cases and that the further ad- 
vances would furnish the roads the 
money declared necessary to meet 
ever-mounting expenses and the cost 
of needed improvements and equip- 
ment.

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Uncle Sam Has New Ward in Liberia 




WASHINGTON.— An obscure chap- 
ter, it has long lain unread In 
American annals, In spite of the in- 
terest that surrounds it But now 
"that the United States has come to 
take an active hand in the govern- 
ment of Liberia, It is natural that the 
founding of that old half-American, 
half African-negro state should attract 
.our interest. Founded back in 1820 
; as a home for the freed slaves from 
this country; Liberia became a repub- 
lic in 1847. Today its population num- 
bers some 60,000 Llberlans. along the 
coast, while 2,000,000. negroes run wild 
In the Interior. No white man can ac- 
quire citizenship or own property. [ 

By an arrangement with bankers in 
,this country, France and Germany and 
with the approval of Liberia and* the 
European powers, a loan 1 of '$2,000,000 
is to bo floated by our, government to 
the end of sotting straight LibeVlan 
finances and assisting the country to 
establish itself upon a firmer basis. 
The United States will have control 
of the little Btate'B financial, military 
and agricultural departments and will 
administer the republic's relations. 

The popular accounts of the found- 
ing of Liberia credit the achievement 
somewhat vaguely to the American 



Colonization society, of which. Henry 
CJlay was president There is a Icbb- 
known chapter of that perilous enter- 
prise which attributes the martyrdom 
of, a life in this effort to opcc a new 
world to the slaves to Rev. Samuel 
Bacon, an American minister of tho 
Episcopal church. 

By act of congress, on March 3, 
1819, tho president was empowered to 
create an agency in Africa for the 
purpose of providing an asylum for 
Buch Africans as Bhould be liberated 
by our ships of .war from vessels 
seized for violation- of tho law sup- 
pressing the traffic in slaves. 
> The government decided to send^out 
tho ship of war Cyane and the trans- 
port Ejjzabeth with mechanics and la* 
borers . under two agents for- the pur- 
pose of breaking ground for tho re- 
ception of liberated slaves. On Janu- 
ary 8, 1820, having previously been in 
the service of the colonization society, 
Bacon received from President Mon- 
roe tho commission making him the 
head of tho proposed expedition. 

A species of, African fever appeared 
among tho members of tho little band 
of settlors. fi6on25 of the -party were 
brought down with it. Breaking /un- 
der tho labors he had assumed Bacon 
presently discovered symptoms of the 
malady in himself. The remedies 
administered were of no avail and he 
died. 

Bankson and others of the party 
survived. The founding cf tho colony 
wont forward. But on the sacrifice of 
Bacon's life Liberia was built. 



Soldier of Fortune May Lose Rights

IP Capt. Jorge Nelken . Y. Wald- 
berg, erstwhile of Argentina, pre* 
tended American, typical soldier of 
fortune and one. of tho few men who 
ever succeeded in selllrig a gold brick 
to ond of tho nation's most prominent 
men, does not return to Washington 
within. tho next sixty days, he Is likely 
to lose his alleged American citizen- 
ship and be denied the protection of 
the American flag. 

Captain Waldberg flourished in 
Washington 12 years ago, during tho 
Spanish-American war, and a few 
years later, at the Pan-American expo- 
sition, The captain came to Wash- 
ington with a long military record. 
Having been born in Argontina, ho has 
lived in- half a dozen South American 
countries and been engaged in as 
many revolutions in tho causo of lib- 
erty. Exiled, when unsuccessful, ho 
dropped Into New York ono day and 
organized a company of Greek fruit 
'venders, whom ho took to Athens, 
•joined the Greek army and fought ln ( 
'the Graeco-Turkish war. 



All that he got out of that contest 
was a little military glory and a wife. 
He married a very beautiful daughter 
of a professor In" the \ University of 
Athens and returned to America In 
time to take up newspaper work at 
tho outbreak of tho Spanish-American 
war. 

He ^as able to speak several lan- 
guages fluently, and especially Span- 
ish. There was a great demand for 
news from Cuba, and the genius of 
Nelken led him to make translations 
from Spanish and Cuban newspapers; 
for which ho found ready market with 
the Washington correspondents. His 
success prompted him to "fake" when 
his news, sources became exhausted. 

Not long ago the captain turned up 
In Constantinople and became involved 
in some trouble there which prompted 
him to demand tho protection of. the 
the American flag. He presented his 
case at tho embassy, and in endeav- 
oring to establish the fact that ho was 
a naturalized American citizen, some 
disclosures came to light regarding his 
papers which led the American charge 
to refer the matter to tho state de- 
partment. 

The department In turn made in- 
quiry at the district court, with the re- 
sult that an order was Issued requiring 
him to show causo within sixty days 
why his papers should not bo can- 
celed.

Wait a min- 
ute, and you will see how it concerns 
every housekeeper. If the court can 
bo induced to decido that tho hen is 
a bird, down will go the price of eggs, 
for the present tariff bar makes every 
importer of edible eggs pay five cents 
a dozen for all ho brings into tho 
country; Bird's' eggs are on tho freo 
list. 

Another nut to crack: Is an auto- 
mobile a household effect? Patriotic 
Amorlcans returning from motoring in 
Europe will be pleased to have the 
court say it is.

health at tho point 6f departure and 
ports of call. A vessel that starts 
frpm a port with no appearance of In- 
fectious diseases' among her crew or 
passengers, . and. which is. again sub- 
jected to rigorous examination on her 
arrival at any American port, stands 
little chance of bringing any infected 
passengers paBt the several Inspectors, 
As there Is no way of measuring 
what might happen if this forco wero' 
not employed, its members do notal- 
ways rccolvo the full amount of credit 
to which their unremitting caro and 
altoptlon entitle thorn. They stand 
among tho many preventive forceB 
which tho country utilizes to safe- 
guard the people and to whom the 
debt of the nation Is greator than tho 
public is in tho habit of acknowledg-
